Flight engineers agreed to go 
back to work immediately while 
a presidential commission started 
work on finding a way of rem ­ 
edying the basic cause of their 
strike.

ment late Thursday at the White 
House. At his side was Secretary 
of Labor Arthur J . Goldberg, who 
had a large part in bringing about 
the end of the walkout. 


Fo r Goldberg it was the second 
m ajor strike he has had a per­ 
sonal hand in settling since he 
took office a month ago. His very 
first task was to end a strike of

C O L U M B U S , Ohio (A P ) — The 
hottest stretch of road in Ohio 
has been abandoned. 
The hot spot is a section of Ohio 
216 just south of New Straitsville 
in

P e rry 
County. 
That’s coal country, and coal— 
burning coal— is the problem. In 
fact, it has been for some time, 
because the underground coal fire 
began in 1884 Some say the fire 
was set deliberately during a labor 
dispute.

Octavo A. Beras, coadjutor arch­ 
bishop and apostolic adm inistra­ 
tor; Hugo E . Polanco, bishop of 
Santiago de Los Caballeros; F ra n ­ 
cisco Panal, bishop of L a Vega; 
Ju an F. Pepen. bishop of ta Al- 
tagracia, and Tom as F .

It is significant that the current debate 
uVti feuded aubsiuieS tu colleges anc* uni­ 
versities centers upon what avenues this 
interest should take. Federal 
“ aid" to 
higher education has put its foot in the 
door in a dozen different ways and the dol­ 
lar volume grows each year. 
Washington now underwrites SI billion 
a year for sponsored research, $200 million 
for college housing loans. $60 million for 
student loans and $35 million in fellowships 
for graduate students. These are only the 
more sizable program s, but even these 
were insignificant

King Leopold ll, a powerful figure 
in European affairs, created it. 
Tile F r e n c h also mapped out a 
colony along the Congo after the 
explorations of Savorgnan de Bra 
zza after whom its capital, Braz­ 
zaville, was named. Whereas t h e 
Bel',ions ruled the tribes with a 
s t r o n g hand, the French rec­ 
ognized tribal autonomy, making 
their government a kind of pro­ 
tectorate. with the r e s u l t that 
the Republic of the Congo, form er­ 
ly F r e n c h , remains within the 
French Community of nations. The 
f o r m e r Belgian Congo is now 
the scene of civil war and in some 
respects, a r e t u r n to barbar­ 
ism; the former French area is 
quiet and well - governed. 
Tribalism, ancestor worship and 
cannibalism 
marked the various 
peoples of tile Congo area, except 
as the Arabs b r o u g h t Islam to 
them and as the E u r o p e a n s 
brought Christianity. The principal 
trade was i v o r y and slaves un­ 
til the Belgians developed the rub­ 
ber industry. In the Belgian area, 
the state developed a trade mon­ 
opoly which amounted to the ex­ 
ploitation of the natives. In fact, so 
brutally were the natives govern­ 
ed that in 
1903, 
a 
resoluion of 
protest, on humane grounds, was 
passed by the House of Commons. 
What the Belgians got was a wild 
country of 900,000 square miles 
with a small coast line of only 25 
miles.

Many homemakers are startled 
to find after an inventory that their

cover their 
invest­ 
ment in one room 
Kitchen appli­ 
ances are expensive items often 
forgotten in establishing home as­ 
sets. Ditto vacuum cleaner, waxing 
machine, 
sewing 
machine, 
hi-fi 
and television. 
I tis best to take invenory room 
by room. When you come across 
heirlooms put a star next to them. 
Many home renters prefer to r e ­ 
move

portant move if the renters have 
small children 
Objects such as television sets, 
hi-fi, and electrical appliances may 
no be handled with care, but at 
least they may be replaced, so the 
cost of probable dam age may be 
figured in the rent so there will 
be no quibbling over small repairs.

The young, dark haired officer 
is not married. He said “ I called 
my folks (Mr. and Mrs. Eli W.

He suffered a severe frac­ 
ture of the upper left shoulder 
and is in traction at the hospital. 
Crawford said he realized his 
arm was broken as he floated 
down in his parachute. This was 
his first parachute jump and he 
was worried about landing in a 
tree. 
“ All I could see were trees. It 
was dark and I didn’t see any 
light. ' he recounted. As he talked

As his paraJchute descended, 
Crawford recalled seeing that the 
plane was in flames below him, 
and he saw* it explode.

Flight Simulator Allows Pilots 
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The Trans - Canada Highway, 
under construction since 1949, is 
expected to be completed in 1963. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Columbus division of North Amer­ 
ican, Inc., has removed the wraps 
on its laboratory where pilots can 
fly planes that haven’t been built. 
Military restrictions have been 
lifted allowing NAA to discuss and 
exhibit its flight simulator and 
flight controls laboratory. 
Two cockpit mockups permit 
pilots to test new and existing air­ 
craft control systems with the 
dynamics of flight fed to instru­ 
ments by a $1 million analog com­ 
puter. 
Pilots may test aircraft before 
they are built and engineers may 
work out major bugs of aircraft 
before plans leave the drawing 
board. 
Computers connected to the ac­ 
tual hardware of a plane mockif) 
feed information gained from en­ 
gineering performance estimates, 
wind tunnel tests and other experi­ 
ments. 
The test pilot in the simulated 
cockpit flies missions which show 
how the actual plane would react 
in flight. 
One of the mock cockpits is a 
“ G” seat which moves vertically, 
responding to the computer and 
the pilot at the controls. 
The principal purpose of the 
“ G” seat is to simulate the “ G” 
force on a pilot, one “ G” being 
equivalent to the pull of gravity. 
It can simulate “ G” forces of 5Vfe 
times a man’s weight. It also can 


simulate minus “Gs’ which lift a 
pilot from his seat, up to minus 
4*-4 ” Gs.’ 
The seat also simulates rough 
air that may be encountered in 
flight. 
The other cockpit mockup is a 
visual flight simulator which uses 
a closed television circuit, a ter­ 
rain model landscape, and a movie 
screen to simulate flight condi­ 
tions. 
Controls, operated by the pilot 
as in an actual plane, are con­ 
nected electrically to the compu­ 
ter. The computer sends signals 
to a mobile rig which moves a 
small television camera above a 
terrain model landscape or air­ 
craft carrier. 
The TV camera picks up the 
image of the landscape or carrier 
and projects it onto a large screen 
in front of the mock cockpit. As 
the pilot moves his controls, the 
image in front of him moves just 
as if the plane were responding 
to his touch. 
The laboratory also runs tests 
on parts of an aircraft or mis­ 
siles to evaluate control systems.
